The tentative agreement, which 
removes one of the principal 
barriers to an Indochina settle 
ment, has been accepted by the 
British delegation, but the U.S. 
delegation has not decided its 
stand. 

Premier Mendes-France is pre- 
pared to compromise, too, on the 
French position, also strongly 
supported by the United 
States, against fixing a date for 
all-Viet Nam elections. In 
private meetings in the past few 
days, the Communists have 
agreed that the elections not be 
held until 18 months after an 
armistice. The French believe 
they can get the Communists to 
agree on a two-year wait.

More Cities Begin 


Fluoridating Water 


The month of June saw 20 communi- 
ties added to the list of American cities 
which have adopted fluoridation of water 
supplies as a public health measure. In 
the same month the name of one city, 
San Diego, Calif., was deleted from the 
list in a popular vote, 46,976 to 41,382. 

The proposition there was so worded 
that advocates of fluridation had to vote 
“no” on the ballot. Confusion resulted. 
The issue probably will face another test 
in November with the ballot reworded so 
that a simple “yes” will constitute an 
endorsement. 

At the end of June fluoridation pro- 
tection had been extended to 17,601,658 
residents of 981 communities. 

In June two court decisions upheld the 
legality of fluoridation. The Oklahoma 
Supreme Court sustained a lower court 
ruling, the higher court saying, “We think 
the weight of well-reasoned medical prac- 
tice sustains the right of municipalities 
. . « to improve the public health.” 

And in Milwaukee a circuit court 
judgé held the city had a right to fluori- 
date the water as a means of reducing 
tooth decay, particularly in children, 

Meanwhile, results of a scientific sta- 
tistical study p#ring 32 cities with fluo- 
ride in the water with 32 which have no 
fluoride were released. Death rates were 
about the same in fluoride and nonfluo- 
ride cities. 

For heart diseases, the fluoride death 
rate was 354.8’ per hundred thousand; 
nonfluoride, 357.4. For cancer, fluoride 
cities, 135.4; nonfluoride cities, 139.1. In- 
tra-cranal lesions, fluoride cities, 111.5; 
nonfluoride cities, 104.8; nephritis, fluo- 
ride cities, 21.9; nonfluoride cities, 26.7; 
cirrhosis of the liver, fluoride cities, 6.6; 
nonfluoride cities, 8.2. 

Thus, the facts continue to mount, 
answering one by one the allegations of 
nonscientific critics who claim fluoride in 
drinking water will poison those who 
drink the water. 

Thus the courts continue to sustain 
municipal action based on the advice of 
the dental and medical professions in the 
interests of better public health.

W. German Sovereignty 


Cannot Be Postponed 


Whether or not the French ratify the 
EDC treaty, the United States and Britain 
are planning to grant full sovereignty to 
the West German government during the 
current year. President Eisenhower indi- 
cates that he will call the Senate into spe- 
cial session, if necessary, to secure ap- 
proval of whatever action is taken. 

Since the Soviet Union’s gesture that 
purportedly granted sovereignty to East 
Germany, the West has been on the spot 
to do the same with the Western zone, 
Chancellor Adenauer’s government is in 
danger and the whole Western position 
will deteriorate in West Germany unless 
some action is taken soon. 

French objections to the idea of a 
supranational political authority and a 
single European Army included in EDC 
may force abandonment, at least for the 
time being, of a West European union. 
However, there are other alternatives. 
The West must, if at all possible, harness 
German manpower and industrial might 
in the common defense of the free world. 


One alternative suggested is to equip 
NATO, whose forces are commanded by 
U. S. Gen. Gruenther, with an armaments 
board and machinery for more constant 
political consultation. A strengthened 
NATO, with German units incorporated 
into. its command, is said to be acceptable 
to French, British and U.S. leaders. 

But, as the administration recognizes, 
there’s no way to evade the issue of grant- 
ing sovereignty to the West German re- 
public any longer. It has been delayed 
too long already. 


Armed Robberies Are 


Becoming Too Common 


Atlanta and the Atlanta area have been 
having a great many armed robberies 
lately—-too many for comfort. The seiz- 
ure at gunpoint of a $4,000 payroll at a 
downtown business office Friday is one of 
many, some of them petty, but all of them 
indicative of a growing menace. 

There’s no evidence that the robberies 
are related, but if organized thugs are 
moving on the town then there is cause 
for genuine alarm. If petty criminals are 
becoming more bold, then they must be 
caught and given the full penalty of the 
law, 

Atlanta must be kept free of organized 
crime. Its streets must be kept safe for al] 
citizens. We want no gangsters or gun- 
toting thugs. 

Robberies also have occurred in out- 
lying cities of the metropolitan area, too. 
That brings up the question of closer co- 


operation between counties and cities in 
the area to prevent easy access and escape. 

City and county law officers in Co- 
lumbus and Franklin County, Ohio, points 
out the U.S. Municipal News, have com- 
pleted plans for a dragnet blockade sys- 
tem to cover every road within 75 miles 
of Columbus in cases where bank rob- 
bers or other criminals are being pursued. 


The system which calls for close co- 
operation between enforcement officials is 
so planned that within 10 minutes after 
the alarm is sounded, Franklin County 
and the six surrounding counties will be 
in position to throw up roadblocks. 

Perhaps some such system would 
work here. Certainly it would be to the 
advantage of all counties in the Atlanta 
area to cooperate fully in making it an 
unhealthy place for armed robbers and 
thugs. 


Jewelry Travelers Bring 
World to Atlanta’s Door 


Atlanta’s growing importance as a 
regional distribution and marketing cen- 
ter is again demonstrated by the meeting 
that begins today of the Southern Jew- 
elry Travelers Association. 


More than 3,000 dealers will be pres- 
ent for the three-day session, which will 
feature displays of merchandise from all 
over the world. 


Because of its geographical location, 
as well as its available means of transpor- 
tation, Atlanta has become the hub 
through which flow goods of every de- 
scription to market outlets in the South. 
It is assuming more and more importance 
in the national picture as a vital cog in 
the country’s commercial structure, 

The Jewelry Travelers Association is 
indeed welcome. Atlanta hopes that 
everyone in attendance finds his stay 
pleasant and profitable.

Losing the Main Road 
May Help Main Street 


The accelerated highway construction 
program of postwar years has brought 
more than one town in Georgia, and else- 
where, to face up to the issue: Shall we 
fight to keep the through road routed 
down our main street or do we give way 
to the bypass? 


Griffin, for example, must deal with 
the question in plans to relocate U.S, 19 
through Spalding County. 

There’s an argument on each side, but 
the word from one community, as re- 
ported by the Wall Street Journal, is— 
stay away from new highways. 

Until two years ago Canal Winches- 
ter, Ohio (pop. 1,300), had one of the 
state’s main roads running right down 
the middle. Then a by-pass was built. 

As a result, say residents of Canal 
Winchester beginning with the mayor, 
their town is a better place to live. Bank- 
ers, restaurant owners, hardware dealer, 
even the filling station operator, report 
better business in the two years since the 
relocation than in any other two years in 
history. 

There is more parking space and less 
traffic congestion. New homes have gone 
up, the population has increased. 

This one town’s situation may not fit 
conditions in every town confronted with 
the possibility of a by-pass. But it’s at 
least a consolation even to those cities 
which battle to keep U.S. No. So-and-So 
running.down Main Street and lose the 
fight.

Atlanta. — Tuesday’s Constitu- 
tion quotes seven Atlanta minis- 
ters as telling members of the 
Christian Council that churches 
have an obligation to help carry 
out the Supreme Court ruling 
against segregation ‘‘and that the 
churches must lead in the matter 
of integration of the races’’—what- 
ever that means.

Voters Could Use More Light 
On Campaign Fund Sources 


In The Griffin Daily News 


There is a law that requires all candidates for office in Geor- 


gia to file an expense statement, after the election is held. 


In this 


statement the candidate is supposed to reveal not only how much 
he spent for his race, but for what he spent it and also he is sup- 
posed to list all contributors to his campaign. 


The reports filed by candidates, 
after the campaign is over, is one 
of those things that often is a 
farce. 

For instance, a candidate for 
governor or the Senate is not le- 
gally entitled to spend more than 
$25,000 on his campaign. And 
when the final report of expenses 
is filed each such candidate shows 
no more than $25,000 was spent. 

But who believes such reports? 

Of course there is a legal way to 
“sidestep” a true report, 

For instance, Joe Doakes might 
be a candidate for governor. Ac- 
tually $25,000 is handled through 
his headquarters but thousands of 
other dollars are spent by his sup- 
porters — money, that while its 
spending is directed by Joe's 
headquarters, none of it actually 
is handled by his treasurer. 

With more candidates for gover- 
nor in the race this year ‘“‘than 
you can shake a stick at’’ and with 
at least four of them considered 
“leading candidates,’’ we believe 
more than $500,000 will be spent. 

Still when the final report is 
made, it will appear that none of 
them spent more than the legal 
$25,000. 

And this report will be sworn to 
and published after the campaign 
is over. 

We believe the voters of Georgia 
would like to know, long before the 
campaign is over, who is putting 
up the money for the various can-— 
didates. 


If there was some _ way to re- 
quire candidates to state who was 
backing them, with hard cash, it 
would then be possible for the vot- 
ers to know who is back of each 
candidate. 

But if there were such a law it 
could not be enforced. It would 
just lead to more sidestepping. 


There is a rumor out, for in- 
stance, that a certain big-time il- 
legal liquor dealer is backing one 
of the candidates for governor, 
pouring money into his campaign 
fund. 

There is also a rumor that this 
man is receiving large contribu- 
tions from the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. 


The public would like to know if 
this is true. 

But :we'll never know—neither 
will we ever know whom other in- 
terests are back of. 


As a matter of fact, it is a gen- 
eral accepted fact that some inter- 
ests put money into the campaign 
fund of every candidate they think 
‘has a chance.’’ They want to be 
sure they have a friend in the chief 
executive's office. 

Running a campaign for gover- 
nor costs money—big money. We 
wish there was a way to know all 
the facts about who is putting up 
the money for each candidate. 

Then there wouldn't be so much 
“voting in the dark’ by us voters.

Lacks Precedents

what is ‘“‘conduct that tends to bring the Senate into disrepute’’? 


we are mistreated by a member 
of the family? 

I complimented a woman on her 
mild-mannered and - completely 
courteous husband. ‘“‘He's the salt 
of the earth,”’ I said.

“Well.” she said, “he certainly 
has a reputation of being a perfect 
gentleman, but I can assure you 
that when he gets inside the door 
of his own home he can some- 
times behave like a beast.”

tor’s efforts to try to get publicity 
or to smear anyone or to discuss 
any subject whether or not it is 
pertinent. 

As for the ‘‘conduct”’ of a sena- 
tor, many things might be cov- 
ered by that vague phrase. The 
core of the issue, however, is the 
expression of views that are un- 
palatable to other senators. It 
is the essence of good liberalism 
that a man should not be pun- 
ished merely for the expression 
of his political views. If the 
‘censure’ resolution technique 
is to become customary, then 
every time a senator doesn’t like 
the views expressed by a chair- 
man of a committee he can in- 
troduce a resolution and presum- 
ably get a vote on whether the 
“conduct” of that chairman is or 
is not ‘‘unbecoming.”’ 

Much has been said about Sen. 
McCarthy’s ‘‘methods’’—as if his 
procedures are materially dif- 
ferent from those of other chair- 
men of investigating committees 
during the last 30 years.

WASHINGTON — It may sound somewhat 
melodramatic to say that Congress is on the eve 
of one of the great legislative decisions of its 
long history. But that hardly seems an exaggeration as 
does about the bill to revise the Ato 


before the Senate. 


may be in for a lot of headaches. 

There is a ‘background of expe- 
rience to warn us. That is the 
way we permitted our earlier 
source of energy—electricity de- 
veloped from water power and 
Steam power—to be exploited by 
private combines that got bigger 
and bigger and;more and more 
powerful, took higher and higher 
tolls from the consuming public, 
and finally invaded and polluted 
our politics until the government, 
moving under the impulse of pub- 
lic wrath, finally stepped in to 
Straighten it all out. 

Out of ‘that we developed regu- 
latory laws that offer a pattern 
to guide us in the development of 
atomic power. 

We will indeed be negligent—as 
well as fools—if again we let pow- 
erful and selfish private interests 
get a monopoly grip not only on 
atomic power, but also on_ utili- 
zation in other fields that radiate 
from the atom. 

However, Ahere will likely be 
more noise and clamor about oth- 
er issues in. the Atomic-Act re- 
vision bill. 

One of these issues concerns 
how much we shall tell our allies 
about military use of atomic pow- 
er. Another has to do with the 
recent order by President Eisen- 
hower to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to contract to purchase 
power from a plant to be built 


ly he is guilty of intemperate out- 
bursts at times and occasional un- 
fairness due to overzealousness, 
but former President Truman 
was often as intemperate and 
unfair, and yet ‘‘Trumanism” 
was never the subject of a move- 
ment to impeach. 

Indeed, it’s strange how much 
time and energy and news space 
are being used up in trying to 
censure Sen. McCarthy and yet 
not a single resolution has been 
introduced to censure the Truman 
administration for having contin- 
ued in its employ Harry Dexter 
White after J. Edgar Hoover had 
warned against such a course. 
Speaking of unwillingness to reply 
to questions propounded by a 
congressional committee, Mr. 
Truman refused on_ technical 
grounds to answer any questions 
by a House committee last year 
and hence has never explained 
why, after the FBI evidence was 
given him, he wrote in subse- 
quent months two separate letters 
highly commending White for his 
services. 

Was this “‘conduct unbecoming 
a president of the United States?’’ 
or are some senators interested 
only in attacking the conduct of 
a man who is vehemently fighting 
the continuance of Communist op- 
erations in America and who is 
exposing especially the abuse of 
the Fifth Amendment privilege?

This last involves two changes 
in the present law. One affects 
patent rights, which heretofore 
have been controlled tightly by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Aside from patents, the bill alse 
authorizes the AEC to issue licen- 
ses to private interests for con- 
struction, ownership and opera- 
tion of facilities to produce and 
utilize nuclear fuel and atomic 
energy. Ownership of nuclear fuel 
still would be retained in the 
government. 

If the utilities could prevent 
preferences for public bodies and 


‘co-ops in the Atomic Energy Law, 


it would be quite a victory at the 
very outset. They may get away 
with it, of course. They have their 
highly paid lobbyists right here, at 
the ears of your representatives, 
while you the public are always 
a long way off.

Alexander Stephens, the tired, frail man who had served as 
vice president of the Confederacy, sat in a cell in a federal 


prison at Fort Warren, Mass., following his arrest as a Confed- 
efate leader and wrote in his diary: 

“Thursday, June 1, 1865—Dreamed of home last néght. It is 
a week since. I entered these walls; three weeks since I was 
arrested at my home: and just four, I think, since all of the 
Steptiens blood and name in Georgia, accidentally, or providenti- 
ally rather, met at the old homestead. That was a remarkable 
meeting.”’ 

He set down in detail how his sister-in-law and her children 
gathered, some of the boys from the Confederate army, and one, 
John, from Johnson's Island where he had been a prisoner since 
1863 until he was exchanged by direction of Abraham Lincoln 
who had been a friend of Alex Stephens when they were both 
in Congress. He told of the gathering of the family and went on: 


“All but William walked out to the old burying ground; we 
stood by the graves of my father and grandfather. The occasion 
was a solemn one, and the more so that it was near the anni- 
versary of my dear father’s death and the dispersion of his 
family circle. Will such a meeting ever take place again?”’ 


This week that question, asked so poignantly by a homesick 
Georgian in 1865, will be answered by his kinsmen from all 
over the South. A reunion of all the relatives of Alexander 
Stephens and descendants of his relative, Judge William A. 
Corry, of Greensboro, will be held Wednesday at Liberty Hall in 
Crawfordville. 

U.S. Commissioner 
Corry and a great, 
about the reunion. 

‘William Weaver Jr., in Macon and I were talking about it 
recently and we remarked that the only time our families ever 
got together was at a wedding or a funeral. We decided on a 
reunion and then it happened that the pilgrimage to the state 
Confederate museum in Mr. Stephens’ old home, Liberty Hall, 
was set for 10:30 a.m. next Wednesday. So we called our re- 
union for the same day.’’ 

Corry and Stephens relatives will bring picnic baskets, 
ticipate in the pilgrimage and barbecue in the morning, and 
stage their own get-together and picnic in the late afternoon.

Judge Holden, a life-time admirer of his famous kinsman,

Judge Holden passed on to me some of the anecdotes about 
Stephens. I was interested in his affection for Abraham Lincoln 
even when the fighting between the North and South was at its 
bitterest. Mr. Stephens went to the famous Hampton Road Con- 
ference in the spring of 1865 to discuss peace. Nobody had much 
hope for the outcome of the conference but at least Lincoln and 
Stephens were at ease with each other. When the Confederate 
vice president came in the room and peeled off all his wraps, 
Lincoln quipped: 

‘Mr. Stephens, 
have so many shucks!” 

Mr. Stephens was also one of the few readers of The Con- 
stitution to have the privilege of correcting his own obituary. 
The obituary was prepared during one of his severe illnesses and 
when he rallied and almost well, his friend, the editor, 
sent him his death notice for correction. He cheerfully read and 
approved it.

No, that teen-age reporter had 
simply tried to show off his 
literary cleverness in discussing 
a far-away sports problem, | 
namely, the Yankess. 

That same discussion would 
not be amiss in a large city 
newspaper, but the local high 
school boys and girls pay their 
money primarily to see their 
own names in print, plus those of 
their close friends and class- 
mates. | 

Then they will take the news- 
paper home and show it to rela- 
tives and neighbors. Papa 
beams: And gloating Mamma 
then urges the son or daughter 
to buy another copy to mail to 
grandma.
